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On  all  important  occasions  watchmen  are  stationed  on 
the  stage  and  on  each  floor  of  the  auditorium  to  attend  to 
the  opening  of  all  exit  passages  and  to  direct  the  audience 
to  the  several  stairways,  and  for  the  general  protection  of  the 
house  and  the  audience.  It  is  intended  that  the  confidence 
of  the  public  in  regard  to  safety  and  comfort  in  the  Academy 
of  Music  shall  be  justified  and  maintained. 

After  so  long  a  period  of  active  use  the  Auditorium 
needs  renovation,  and  it  is  contemplated  to  re-decorate  it;  the 
time  has  arrived  when  this  should  be  done  in  such  style  as 
will  accord  with  the  architecture  and  purposes  of  the 
building.  For  this  purpose  a  contract  has  been  made  with 
a  distinguished  artist,  whose  work  it  is  believed  will  gratify 
the  Stockholders  and  exhibit  the  house  to  the  greatest  ad¬ 
vantage.  Other  improvements  required  in  the  interior  will 
receive  attention,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  everything 
done  will  be  without  incurring  debt,  for  without  the  means  of 
payment  on  hand  the  expenditure  would  not  be  ordered. 
This  is  the  fixed,  as  it  has  been  the  protective  policy  of  the 
institution  to  adhere  to  which  insures  safety  and  permanency. 

The  officers  and  employes  of  the  Institution  have  been 
assiduous  and  attentive  to  their  duties  and  have  greatly  con¬ 
tributed  to  its  successful  maintenance  during  the  past  year.
